which  have  not  been  counted  in  the  printed 
pagination  of  the  book.  Bindings  have  only 
been  described  in  a  few  cases  in  which  it 
seemed  necessary  to  do  so.  Measurements, 
which  are  those  of  the  page  and  not  of  the 
binding,  are  given  in  inches.
